POPULATION. — The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough 
for  1907  was  13,600. 

AREA. — The  area  of  the  town  is  1,194  acres,  2 roods,  27 
poles.  The  Common  Pasture  Land  is  1,217  acres.  The  average 
density  of  population  is  estimated  at  12  persons  per  acre. 

TOPOGRAPHY. — Beverley  stands  at  the  foot  of  the  York- 
shire Wolds.  Its  length  is  nearly  two  miles,  and  at  no  part  is 
its  breadth  greater  than  half  a mile. 

ALTITUDE. — The  height  above  the  sea  level  varies  from 
50  feet  in  New  Walk  to  20  feet  at  the  Gas  Works.  These  places 
are  about  a mile  and  a half  apart, — New  Walk  being  at  the 
Western  and  the  Gas  Works  at  the  Eastern  end  of  the  town. 

GEOLOGY. — The  town  is  on  the  chalk,  which  formation  is 
here  overlaid  by  clay  and  gravel,  averaging  about  30  feet  in 
depth. 

INDUSTRIES. — These  consist  principally  of  Tanning,  the 
Manufacture  of  Agricultural  Implements,  and  Shipbuilding. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  Two  Wards.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Two-thirds  of  the  houses  in  Beverley  obtain  their  water 
supply  from  bore  holes  sunk  into  the  clay  and  underlying  chalk 
to  the  depth  of  70  or  80  feet,  and  lined  with  a 2 inch  iron 
tubing.  The  remaining  third  still  derive  their  water  supply 
from  the  wells  of  the  late  Beverley  Water  Works  Company  now 
owned  by  the  Beverley  Corporation. 

The  new  gravitation  supply  of  water  for  the  Borough  is  still 
under  consideration. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year,  11  of  these  were  taken  from 
public  pumps,  2 from  private  pumps,  and  2 were  taken  from 
taps. 

PUBLIC  PUMPS. 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  the  four  public  pumps  in 
Keldgate  and  all  were  ultimately  found  to  be  baoteriologically 
good,  although  sample  No.  34  had  to  be  examined  twice  owing 
to  accidental  contamination.  Three  samples  were  taken  from 
the  two  public  pumps  in  Eastgate,  and  one  from  the  public 
pump  in  Well  Lane,  and  the  results  of  the  analyses  show  that 
these  three  pumps  are  liable  to  periodic  contamination.  The 
samples  taken  from  the  public  pumps  in  Flemingate  and 
Wednesday  Market  were  found  to  be  bacteriologically  good. 

PRIVATE  PUMPS. 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  private  pumps,  one  of  these 
was  returned  as  being  bacteriologically  good,  but  the  other 
sample  was  bacteriologically  very  bad.  The  latter  pump  was 
not  in  use  and  had  not  been  for  many  years.

The  two  samples  taken  from  Cottage  Hospital  and  Holland 
House  were  found  bacteriologically  good.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  of  a pure  milk  to  a community  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  its  welfare,  and  every  year  Sanitary  Authorities 
are  becoming  more  alive  to  the  responsibility  which  devolves 
upon  them  of  seeing  that  the  people  for  whose  health  they  are 
responsible  are  supplied  with  a genuine  and  wholesome  milk, 
a pure  milk  supply  being  one  of  the  greatest  factors  in  the  lessen- 
ing of  infantile  mortality. 

1 he  sanitary  condition  of  dairies  and  cow-sheds,  the  mode  of 
milking  the  cows,  the  treatment  of  the  milk  after  milking,  and 
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tlie  methods  of  conveying  it  to  the  consumer  leave  much  to  be 
desired. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  all  these  were  returned  as  samples  of  genuine  milk  of  good 
quality  containing  no  preservatives  such  as  boric  acid  and  for- 
malin and  free  from  pus  corpuscles  and  tubercle  bacilli.

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT,  1890.

All  of  these  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a condition  so 
dangerous  and  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  totally  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  eleven  of  them  were  in  such  a ruinous 
state  as  not  to  be  reasonably  capable  of  being  made  fit  for 
human  habitation.

INQUESTS. 

Eight  inquests  were  held  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
eighteen  in  190G. 

Ihe  verdicts  were  as  follows: — Heart  Disease  3,  Natural 
Causes  1,  Severe  Accidental  Injuries  1,  Bronchitis  1,  Pneu- 
monia 1,  and  Convulsions  1. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  question  of  the  establishment  of  a Hospital  in  connection 
with  the  Borough  and  the  Rural  District  Council  is  still  under 
consideration  by  these  Authorities. 


SYSTEMATIC  INSPECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  house-to-house  inspections  made  during  the 
year  was  268,  and  to  these  must  lie  added  60  houses  in  which 
infectious  diseases  occurred.  A good  many  nuisances  are  found 
and  abated  by  this  method  of  inspection,  but  unless  a gross 
defect  is  present  private  drainage  is  not  interfered  with. 


PRIVATE  HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  houses  were  re-drained  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  80  in  1906.  These  drains  presented 
similar  defects  to  those  mentioned  under  Enteric  Fever. 


DISPOSAL  OF  NIGHTSOIL. 

The  systematic  collection  of  Night-soil  in  the  Borough  is  a 
monthly  one  except  where  pails  or  boxes  have  been  substituted 
in  lieu  of  privies,  in  which  case  the  pails  are  emptied  weekly. 
During  the  year  16  privy  middens  were  altered  to  the  pail 
system,  and  10  privy  middens  and  pails  were  altered  to  water 
closets.  A good  many  complaints  are  received  as  to  the  want  of 
punctuality  on  the  part  of  the  Contractors  as  to  the  emptying  of 
ashpits  and  privies,  and  this  will  continue  to  be  the  case  until 
the  Corporation  do  the  scavenging  themselves.

BIRTHS. 

According  t,o  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrar,  the 
number  of  births  registered  in  the  Beverley  Urban  Sanitary 
District  during  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  December,  1907, 
was  328 — 157  males  and  171  females — giving  a birth  rate  of 
24'1  per  1000  per  annum.  This  is  the  lowest  birth  rate  for  the 
Borough  of  which  I have  any  record,  although  it  was  only  24'8 
per  1000  in  1904. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  31,  as  against  39  in 
the  previous  year,  and  formed  9‘4  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

The  mortality  of  legitimate  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to 
legitimate  births  registered  was  8'7  per  cent.,  a much  smaller 
mortality  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  mortality  of  illegitimate  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to 
births  registered  was  1 2'9  per  cent. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  representing  the  natural 
increase  of  the  population  was  122,  the  average  for  the  previous 
five  years  being  153. 


DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  was  200,  108  of  these  being  females  and  98  males.  Twenty- 
four  deaths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  and  four  in  the  Cottage 
Hospital.  The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  15T  per  1000  per 
annum.  Ihiity  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age,  four  of 
whom  were  illegitimate.

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PHTHISIS. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year  was 
8,  as  compared  with  15  in  the  previous  year,  and  an  average  of 
17-5  during  the  past  ten  years. 

During  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a considerable  diminution 
in  the  mortality  from  this  disease  in  the  Borough.  The  number  of 
deaths  during  the  five  years  from  1897  to  1901  inclusive  was  93,  as 
compared  with  82  for  the  five  years  from  1901  to  1906. 

The  question  of  making  this  disease  a notifiable  one  is  engaging 
the  attention  of  a good  many  Sanitary  Authorities  throughout  the 
country,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  thorough  disinfection  of 
the  rooms  in  which  these  cases  prove  fatal  would  be  a considerable 
safeguard  to  the  community.

ENTERIC  FEYER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  was  5,  occurring  in  5 households.  Two  of  the  cases  were 
males  and  3 were  females.  One  of  these  cases  proved  fatal,  but  two 
deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  year,  the  other  fatal  case 
being  that  of  a nurse  notified  in  1906,  who  had  contracted  the  disease 
in  the  country.  Two  cases  occurred  between  5 and  15,  1 between  25 
and  35,  1 between  55  and  65,  and  1 between  65  and  75  years  of  age. 

These  cases  were  of  the  usual  type  of  the  disease  which  occurs 
in  the  Borough  every  Autumn  to  a greater  or  less  extent,  and  is  due 
to  a polluted  subsoil  caused  by  bad  private  drainage  and  the  privy 
midden  system. 

The  small  number  of  cases  notified  must  be  attributed  to  the 
greater  rainfall  during  the  Summer  and  Autumn  months,  and  the 
consequent  low  temperature  of  the  subsoil.  Although  within  recent 
years  great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Sanitary  condition 
of  the  Borough,  more  especially  with  regard  to  private  drainage,  I am 
of  opinion  that  we  have  mainly  to  thank  the  climatic  conditions  of 
the  past  year  for  the  low  incidence  of  this  disease. 

The  number  of  households  in  which  enteric  fever  occurred  in 

1906  was  38,  and  during  1907  the  drainage  of  these  houses  was  laid 
bare,  with  the  result  that  only  6 of  them  were  found  to  be  properly 
drained.  The  drainage  of  the  remaining  32  houses  presented  many 
sanitary  defects,  such  as  badly  jointed  pipes,  pipes  laid  the  wrong 
way,  pipes  laid  with  bad  gradients,  and  where  a pipe  had  got  broken 
in  the  process  of  laying  the  fracture  was  mended  by  a piece  of  tile  or 
brick  and  covered  with  the  soil.  Some  of  these  drains  were  quite 
primitive,  consisting  merely  of  loose  bricks  with  neither  cement  nor 
mortar.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  that  any  Borough  Surveyor  had 
superintended  the  laying  of  some  of  these  drains,  for  the  work 
resembled  more  that  usually  done  by  the  “ odd  man  ” who  generally 
manages  in  the  matter  of  drainage  to  sow  the  seeds  for  many  a 
bountiful  harvest  of  disease.  The  most  common  Sanitary  defect  was 
badly  jointed  pipes  allowing  percolation  of  sewage  into  the  surrounding 
subsoil,  which  under  suitable  climate  conditions,  such  as  a hot  dry 
Summer,  would  teem  with  pathogenic  bacteria. 

The  drainage  of  the  5 houses  in  which  this  disease  occurred  in 

1907  was  also  laid  bare,  and  in  every  case  it  was  found  defective. 
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The  drainage  of  all  these  houses  has  been  laid  bare,  and  in  every  case  has  been  found  defective.  The 
water  from  the  public  pump  supplying  the  household  of  No.  4,  Eastgate,  was  found  on 
bacteriological  examination  to  be  polluted. 
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DIARRHOEA. 

Owing  to  the  wet  summer  and  autumn  the  temperature  of  the 
subsoil  was  low,  and  in  consequence  there  were  very  few  cases  of 
infantile  diarrocea  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  The  only  death 
from  this  disease  occurred  in  March  in  an  adult  aged  63  years.

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  CROUP. 

The  number  of  Cases  notified  under  the  above  heading  was  28, 
as  against  39  in  the  previous  year,  and  an  average  of  7 during  the 
last  5 years.  Only  one  case  proved  fatal,  giving  a mortality  of  3'9 
per  cent.  Nineteen  of  these  cases  were  children  attending  school, 
and  the  remaining  9 were  either  too  young  or  too  old  to  attend  school, 

The  milk  supply  was  derived  from  so  many  different  sources  that 
it  may  be  excluded  as  a possible  factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

All  children  in  infected  households  were  excluded  from  school. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  during  the  past  28  years 
was  75,  all  but  four  of  which  occurred  under  8 years  of  age.  No 
child  died  from  the  disease  over  11  years,  and  no  adult  at  any  age. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  children  attending  the 
different  schools  who  suffered  from  the  disease,  and  the  number  of 
children  excluded  from  these  schools  on  account  of  having  Diphtheria 
in  their  homes,  but  this  number  was  too  small  to  materially  affect  the 
percentage  of  attendance.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  VETERINARY  INSPECTOR, 

MR.  TOM  WATSON,  M.R.C.Y.S., 

ON  THE  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT. 

I bog  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals) 
Act  for  the  past  year. 

Swine  fever  was  the  only  Contagious  Disease  we  had  to  contend  against. 

During  the  year  10  supposed  outbreaks  were  reported,  and  upon  in- 
vestigation four  of  these  proved  to  be  swine  fever,  which  necessitated  the 
slaughter  of  30  pigs,  24  being  affected  with  the  disease,  and  6 “in  contact 
pigs  ” were  healthy  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  and  no  doubt  had  they  been  left 
alive  would  have  been  a source  of  infection. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  May,  and  the  origin  of  it  could  not  be  traced 
as  3 of  the  pigs  had  been  bred  on  the  premises  and  3 were  bought  in  the 
Borough,  and  on  neither  of  the  premises  had  swine  fever  existed  previously. 
In  the  second  outbreak  in  June  the  animals  affected  had  passed  through  two 
or  three  persons’  hands,  and  had  no  doubt  contracted  the  contagion  during 
their  movements  as  they  were  bred  in  the  East  Riding.  In  the  third  case 
the  owner  had  only  purchased  them  ten  days  previously,  and  they  had  been 
bought  from  a dealer  who  had  some  time  ago  introduced  swine  fever  into 
the  Borough.  In  the  last  outbreak  in  July  these  pigs  had  been  on  the 
premises  about  three  weeks,  and  from  which  the  pigs  in  the  previous  case 
had  been  moved  a short  time  before  these  last  lot  of  pigs  entered,  and  I have 
no  doubt  the  source  of  infection  was  on  the  premises  as  they  had  been  bred 
in  the  Borough  about  half  a mile  away  and  no  disease  had  hitherto  existed 
there. 

In  connection  with  the  above  outbreaks  1 have  placed  24  owners  premises 
under  restrictions  as  regards  the  movement  of  swine  for  a period  of  not  less 
than  28  days. 

During  the  year  the  Yorkshire  Swine  Fever  Order,  No.  2,  has  been  in 
operation,  which  necessitated  all  store  pigs  bought  in  a market  in  the  East 
Riding  to  be  detained  and  isolated  for  28  days,  and  has  no  doubt  been  some 
preventative  against  the  spread  of  this  disease,  as  no  case  of  swine  fever  has 
been  traced  amongst  pigs  that  have  passed  through  our  market. 


DAIRIES,  MILKSHOPS  AND  COWSHEDS  REPORT. 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  &c.,  I beg  to 
state  that  I have  inspected  them  monthly  and  am  pleased  to  state  they  are 
kept  in  good  order,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  very  clean. 

The  health  of  the  cattle  has  been  good  ; some  have  suffered  from  illness 
of  a slight  character,  but  not  of  such  importance  that  it  in  any  way  affected 
the  quality  of  the  milk  supply. 
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In  the  month  of  October  I saw  a cow  which  was  ill  and  presented  the 
typical  symptoms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  I advised  the  owner  to  have  it 
destroyed,  which  he  agreed  to,  and  I had  the  opportunity  of  making  a post- 
mortem examination  on  the  carcase,  but  not  the  slightest  trace  of  Tuber- 
culosis could  be  found. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  50  cowkeepers  and  milksellers  on  the 
Register,  and  just  about  290  cows  are  kept  within  the  Borough. 

Milk  is  brought  into  the  town  from  Molescroft,  Bishop  Burton,  Beverley 
Parks,  Weel,  and  Woodmansey. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  Meat  Inspection  I beg  to  state  that 
the  quality  of  the  cattle,  &c.,  slaughtered  for  food  and  exposed  for  sale  is 
invariably  of  the  highest. 

I have  visited  all  the  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughterhouses  on  an  average 
four  times  weekly,  and  have  examined  the  carcases  of  1531  Beasts  and  Calves, 
2655  Sheep  and  Lambs,  and  1434  Pigs,  making  a total  of  5620  carcases. 

During  the  year  I have  had  10  carcases  destroyed,  viz.,  4 heifers  and 
one  cow  which  were  affected  with  Tuberculosis,  two  sheep  suffering  with 
Jaundice,  one  with  Pyaemia,  and  two  pigs  with  Jaundice  and  Dropsy. 

I also  detected  six  slight  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  one  bullock,  four 
heifers,  and  one  cow,  the  parts  affected  being  the  diaphragm  and  flank.  The 
diseased  parts  I removed  and  had  destroyed.
